Gall cf H^r 


band's Relatives and Can bf Easily 


Divorced For Numerous Reasons. 


The difference between the Occident 


and Orient is very strongly marked In 
everything relating to marriage. 


In Japan marriage is a family mat- 


ter, rather than a personal one, it is 
arranged by the two families, in many 
cases the parties most concerned have 
no voice in the choice, nor do they 
meet until the ceremony, which makes 
them one, is to be performed. Pro- 
fessional "go betweens" are employed 
or the services of a trusted friend are 
enlisted to secure a suitable partner, 
for the son or daughter, as the case 
may be, great thought being given to 
the social standing, traits of character 
and physical qualifications, cousump- 
! tiou and leprosy being especially 
feared, the family history is traced 
back four generations, if in that time 
there has been a case of either the 
above diseases, the candidate is dis- 
qualified. 


On her wedding day, the bride, 


dressed in white, the color of niouni- 
ing, to signify that she dies to herowii 
family, and that she will never leave 
her Iru&band's house, except as a 
corpse, is taken away at nightfall to 
her new home, escorted by the '-go be- 
tween." The marriage consists in the 
bridegroom and bride drinking three 
times from each of three ~wine cups of 
different sizes. Before the marriage, 
and after her krrival at her new home 
the bride puts on a dress given her by 
the bridegroom, immediately after the 
drinking of the wine, known as the 
•'sam sain kee do," she exchanges 
this for one brought from her parent's 
home. 


Three days later the couple pay a 


ceremonial visit to the bride's home, 
when she wears a dress given her by 
her husband's family. A notice has 
in the meantime been sent to the pro- 


i per authorities, that the bride's regis- 
| tration be removed to the office where 
! her husband's family is recorded. ]S"o 
other legal form is needful. 


To this we may add. a Japanese wife 


obeys her husband, that usually a 
concubine is kept, often in the same 
house, that in nine eases out of ten, 
the bride is taken to live in the home 
with the mothar-in-law. of whom she 
lives in terror, that she must be at the 
beck and call of her husband's rela- 
tions. giving implicit obedience to 
father and mother-in-law, the elder 
brother and his wife. 


The seven causes for divorcing a 


wife are : Disobedience, barrenness, 
lewd conduct, leprosy, or any other 
foul or incurable disease, talking too 
much, and thieving, in fact a man 
may divorce his wife whenever he be- 
comes tired of her.

RARE 
COIN 


Whereabouts of Silver Money Vade In 1804 is 


Stdl a Puzzle to Experts 


"There is something curious about 


the American silver dollar and half 
dollar of the coinage of 1804," said a 
well known numismatist of New York 
city. -'Tii that year something like 
20.000 of the dollars were coined, but 
it is a singular fact, as is now known 
that not one" of them was known to be 
in circulation- Yet the most precious j ^££ 
of all American coins are two 1804 | 
dollars, which are in well known 
collections. They are \alued at £2000 
each. 


It has been determined to the satis- 


faction of every numismatist that these 
two dollars were not coined until 1828. 
although they were struck from the 
original 1804 die. They were secretly 
made—although such a procedure is a 


room enouph remained for two more 
horses mid their riders. 
The tree

In that small space for 
a bull ring the victor was able to pre- 
vent the escape of his rival, and the 
weaker was killed.
